26 years old, deckhand on 
the United States steamer Scioto, was 
drowned dospilo efforts of three of his 
companions who tried desperately to 
rescue him. 

Shortly after eating his evening 
meal on the steamer Scioto, Cox said 
to George English, Frank Bohman and 
Don Foreman, members of the ship's 
crew, that he was going to take a dive 
in the rirtr. 

While Cox was preparing to enter 
the water the three men took seats 
near the place where Cox leaped Into 
the river. Cox swam around In the 
water for » few minutos and suddenly 
cried for help. Tlic three men leaped 
into the stream and when th(!' 
tempted to rescue Cox, he pulled them 
under the water and they would have 
drowned had they not released tbeir 
grip on his body. For Three hours the 
men fished with long poles in the 
place where Cox disappeared under 
the water. They found the body about 
fifty feet from where Cox met his 
death.

Chalraan for lUson County Explains 
Paipose and Plans of TnM^ 
Camps. 

Supt. W. J. CapUnger, chairman for 
Mason county of the Citizen's Military 
Training Camp, Tuesday aflarnoon ex- 
plainod tho project as follows: 

For tha banotit of thosp who may be 
Interested in the Cititens' IfflUUry 
Training Camp that will be openod at 
Camp Knoxv Ky., on July 21st to con- 
tinue through (our weeks, I am giving 
the following statement: 

The aim of this and .simiiar camps is 
to promote good cilizoiislilp and an In- 
terest in national (iolenao. Tlie War 
Department plans tu bring together 
young men of all occupations on a 
basis of equality under the most fa- 
yorable conditions of outdoor life. 

The oampa are open to all men be- 
tween tho ages of sixteen and thirty- 
five years, who are of sound character, 
intelligent and physically tit No edu- 
cational quaiflclations ace prescribed, 
but each candidate must file a certifi- 
cate of good character, siRned liy 
school master, clergyman, priest or 
rabbi, together wltli medical testimony 
from a qualified iiliy.siuiaii as to liear- 
iiiK, cycsiglit, lioart aclimi iiin] a '^cw- 
eral physical condition adeqautcly fit- 
ted for the course of training. 

Tbe government will pay all ex- 
penses of those attending this camp. 
Including transportation, uniforms, 
food and medical care. Bach candidate 
will pay his own transportation to the 
camp and be reimbursed upon arrival 
at the rate of five cents a mile. 

Enrollment at this camp implies no 
later service obligations, although it 
is hoped that men who attend will be 
inclined thcreafler tn oiirnii w itli the 
National Guard or tho Reserve. 

Uniform training and Instruction 
will include the initiation of all wlir 
attend into the elementary duties nf 
the soldier and the ordinary routine of 
camp ilfe. There will be squad, plat- 
oon and company drill, small arms fir- 
ing practice; guard duty; camping and 
marching; Individual cooking; care of 
equipment and actual problems In 
open warfare. 

Each candidate will bring to camp 
one piece of hand luKRapo rontainlnp 
shaving and toilet arlicics: four suit? 
of underwear, two pairs of pajamas, 
six pairs of socks, six handkerchiefs, 
four face towels and two bath towels. 
It will be well also to bring athletic 
uniforms and equipment, musical in- 
struments and bathing suits. In so far 
as each has those articles. Military 
clothing and equipment will be fur- 
nished and laundry service prorided 
free. 

Camp Knox l.s located about tblrty- 
flve miles from I^nulsvllle; It con- 
tains a total of 32.000 acres of wooded, 
mountainous, rolling plains and is the 
second largest military reservation in 
the world. Its area Is such as to per- 
mit all class of light and heavy field 
artillery to be employed and a battle 
of modem proportions may be held 
within its boundaries. 

Caiinp Knox Is a place to which 
young men can go with the confident 
and lustlfied expectations of finding 
the best ideals of the frne American 
community. Chaplains and Mostesses 
of the RcRular .Army will lie especial- 
ly detailed fnr till' training canins. Vol 
untary rellKious exercises will be hold 
on appropriate occasions for men of 
all (alths. There will be ample oppor- 
tunity tttr the reception of home vis- 
itors. In every possible way there will 
bo cultivated a high sense of patriotic 
devotion and fidelity to the basle vir- 
tues of tbe American oltiten.

Paris, Iby 14. — All the naUons 
with which the United Statee was as- 
lootatad in the world war will pay 
tribute to th'e American soldier dead 
next week. Ceremonies covering two 
days will take place In I'arls. begin- 
ning Sunday morniiin and ondiiiu .Mon- 
day—Memorial day — in the Sures- 
nes cemetery. 

Memorial day will be observed in 77 
cemeteries throughout BYance, where 
43,000 graves will be decorated. Tlie 
French government will send a repre- 
sentative to take charge of the exer- 
cises at places where Americans nre 
unable to be present 

In Paris the ceremonies will begin 
with special ceremonies In all Ameri- 
can churches.

No. 342, Mays- 
vine, receiving his* Master Degree Oc- 
tober 25, 1871. He wss exalted a Royal 
Arch Mason in Maysvllle Chapter No. 
9, March 10, 1873. Dubbed and createii 
a KnlKht Templar in Maysvllle Coni- 
miiiKlpry No. 10, May 27, 1873. 

Was elected Eminent Commander nt 
.Maypvllle Commandery No. in in Mmv. 
188C. and served one year. Klcclcd 
Ornnd Commander of the Grand Coui- 
mandery of Kentucky, May 20th. 18!i7. 
and served one year. 

In the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite he waa made a I'erfect Elu, a 
Knight Rose Croix, a Knight Kodosh 
and received the 82 degree December 
22. 1896, William Ryao, 88 degree Hon. 
of Louisville, conferring the work for 
the Louisville Bodies of 'he Rite. On 
October 22, ISO?, he was elected a 
Knlt;lll ("oinniunder of the Court of 
HoiKii and Coronettcd an Inspector 
Ccnor.il Honorary. V, degree, hy 
Frank H. Johuson, 33 degree Hon., No- 
vember 12, 1895, at Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. ' • 

In the Templar branch of Manonry, 
Sir Robinson was peculiarly and spe- 
cially Interested In Maysvllle Com- 
mandery. For many years he was, per- 
haps, the most active member of Mays- 
vllle Commandery and did a« much, If 
not more than any other of its mem- 
bers, to help It reach its present high 
standard. He took an active Interest 
always in every movement for thi 
Rood of the Comniiindory. and he will- 
ingly and frocly gave of his time and 
money to aid in every way toward ih( 
advancement of Teiniilar Masonry. 

BIr Robinson served as Treasurer oi 
our commandery for many years. One 
of "his principal Interests was to pm 
our flnanoes on a sound basis; his ac - 
counts were always most acourateU 
kept, and when he laid do,wn the du 
ties of hiR office there was nothlnj 

left uiulonc * 

Sir Kdliiiison was loved by ever> 
member ol the Commandery, but par- 
ticularly by tbe older members. Hi 
was a man of sound views and stroni 
friendships; of simplp habits and tin 
ostentatious (n his benevolences 
There Is many a man In tlris commuii 
ity, both inside and outside of our or- 
der, who owes his sUrt in life to tin 
advice and material help of Eugen< 
Robinson. He was alWays ready ti 
help those who were reedy to heli 
themselves and. In extending aid, h< 
always put it In such form that tho 
recipient would be certain to profit 
.Many instanees of bis acts ot charil > 
and kindness have come to light sine- 
his death, and the committee feels saf ■ 
In saying that no appeal for aid w;. ^ 
ever made to Sir Robinson wbleb. i: 
it had merit, was refused. He iivi ii 
his life aaumg us tour-sauare; was : 
man amongamen; a friend amon.: 
friends, and a loyal and courteous 
Knight Templar among his fratei^ 
Maysvllle will miss him, Maysvtii 
Commaadsrir will miss him but mo-^i 
of all, he will be missed by those who 
know him best.
